St Lucia did, when attacked. St Lucia had no fleet to pro- 
tect it, and yet was'nottakeirby the enem a ang Soar a 
{trong gafrifon. “Tobago was atracked ne: taken, tecan is 
had no internal force that could be called a garrifop, to defend 
it. “It was obvivus; therefore, that when we hed not a fupe- 
rior fleet, we ought to have placed ftrong garrifons in all the 
iflands ; and then the defcents‘of the enemy would not have 
been attended with fuch a chain of fuccefs. =
